Dear Sir: 



This is a petition to rescind the Notice of Abandonment, which was mailed to 
Applicant on July 28, 2000. Applicant believes the Notice of Abandonment was mailed 
in error according to the facts listed below and the attached documents. 

1. Applicant received a Notice of Allowance for Serial No. 08/902,371, 
which was mailed from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") on April 3, 2000 
The due date for payment of the Issue Fee was July 3, 2000. A copy of this Notice of 
Allowance is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

2. On June 14, 2000, Applicant chose to file a Continued Prosecution 
Application (CPA) Request under 37 C.F.R. 1.53(d) instead of paying the Issue Fee 
which was due on July 3, 2000. A copy of the CPA transmittal is attached hereto as 
Exhibit B. 
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3. The Express Mail Receipt for this application was date-stamped by the 
U.S. Postal Service as being received on June 14, 2000. In addition, the postcard that 
accompanied the CPA was date-stamped by the PTO mailroom as being received on June 
14, 2000. Please note that the Express Mail Airbill Number "EL431888627US" is the 
same number that appears on the postcard and also on the CPA transmittal form. A copy 
of the Express Mail Receipt and a copy of the returned postcard are attached hereto as 
Exhibit C. 

4. Applicant then received a Notice of Abandonment for Serial Number 
08/902,371, which was mailed from the Patent Office on July 28, 2000. The Notice 
indicated that the Serial No. 08/902,371 was abandoned for failure to pay the Issue Fee in 
a timely manner. A copy of the Notice of Abandonment is attached hereto as Exhibit D. 

5. Applicant has also received a Notice of Allowance for the CPA, which 
was mailed by the Patent Office on July 18, 2000. A copy of the Notice of Allowance for 
the CPA is attached hereto as Exhibit E. 

Applicant petitions the Patent Office to rescind the Notice of Abandonment. It is 
clear from the attached documents that Applicant filed a CPA within the deadline to 
respond to Notice of Allowance. According to 37 C.F.R. §1.53(d)(l)(ii)(A), a CPA 
request has to be filed before "payment of issue fee on the prior application. . . And 
according to §L53(d)(2)(v), such filing of this CPA application "is a request to expressly 
abandon the prior application as of the filing date of the request for an application under 
this paragraph." Thus, because Applicant submitted a proper CPA application and then 
relied upon the information which was received on the Express Mail Receipt and on the 
returned postcard, Applicant had every reason to believe that the CPA was received by 
the Patent Office on the specified day of June 14, 2000, and that such receipt by the 
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Patent Office of this CPA application relieved Applicant of the responsibility to pay the 
Issue Fee. For these reasons, Applicant believes the Notice of Abandonment was sent in 
error and respectfully petitions that this notice be rescinded and that confirmation of the 
rescindment be mailed to Applicant. 

Finally, to the extent the rules do not specifically provide for this situation, 
Applicant hereby petitions under 37 C.F.R. § 1.182 that application Serial No. 08/902,371 
be revived to allow for the filing of the Continued Prosecution Application. This petition 
under Rule §1.182 should be granted for the reasons specified above, particularly in view 
of Applicant's belief that a timely response was filed to the April 3, 2000 Notice of 
Allowance in Serial No. 08/902,371. A check in the amount of $130.00 for petition fees 
required under 37 C.F.R. §1.182 is enclosed as stated in 37 C.F.R. 1.17(h). Applicant 
hereby authorizes charging Deposit Account 02-2666 for any payment or credits in 
relation to any other fees required for the petitions named herein.
